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1. WHILE I HAVE MAINTAINED A RESPECTFUL RELATIONSHIP WITH THE 
SOVIET AMBASSADOR, ALEXEI SCHERBACHEVICH, EVER SINCE HIS 
ARRIVAL IN BOLIVIA MORE THAN THREE YEARS AGO, AND BOTH OF 
US HAVE OBSERVED PROTOCOLARY REQUIREMENTS, THERE HAS BEEN 
A CLEAR WARMING IN HIS ATTITUDE TOWARD ME IN RECENT MONTHS, 
AND THIS IS SOMETHING WHICH HAS NOT ONLY MADE OPENLY CLEAR 
TO ME BUT QUITE PUBLIC AS WELL. AT HIS INSTIGATION 

WE HAVE RECENTLY GONE ON A PIRST NAME BASIS AND ON 
ANNOUNCEMENT OP MY TRANSPER TO MONTEVIDEO HE ASKED POR A 
DATE ON WHICH HE COULD HONOR ME AND MY WIPE WITH A 
BLACK-TIE PAREWELL DINNER. 

2. THE DINNER TOOK PLACE ON FRIDAY, JULY 13. OTHER GUESTS 
WERE THE AMBASSADORS OP MEXICO, BRAZIL, GREAT BRITAIN, 
URUGUAY AND THEIR WIVES, AS WELL AS THE AMBASSADORS OF 
GERMANY AND JAPAN WHO CAME ALONE. ALSO, THE NEWLY ARRIVED 
COUNSELLOR OP THE SOVIET EMBASSY VICTOR TARASW AND HIS 
WIFE WERE PRESENT. THE ATMOSPHERE WAS CORDIAL AND PRIENDLY 
AND IN HIS TOAST THE AMBASSADOR DWELT AT SOME LENGTH 

ON THE INCREASING PRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE SOVIET UNION AND 
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THE US, AND THE IMPORTANCE OP THIS POR THE WORLD. IN MY 
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REPLY, I RECIPROCATED AMBASSADOR SCHERBACHEVICH'S REMARKS 
ADDING MY OWN REEERENCES TO THE GREAT IMPORTANCE OE 
PRESIDENT NIXON'S VISIT TO MOSCOW LAST YEAR, CHAIRMAN 
BREZNEV'S RETURN VISIT SEVERAL WEEKS AGO, THE INCREASING 
CULTURAL AND TRADE TIES BETWEEN THE US AND SOVIET UNION 
AND THE SYMBOLIC 

IMPORTANCE OE THE PROGRAMMED lOINT SPACE 
MISSION EOR WHICH ASTRONAUTS AND COSMONAUTS ARE NOW IN 
TRAINING. OTHER GUESTS SEEMED MUCH IMPRESSED BY THE SOVIET 
AMBASSADOR'S OVERTURE, BY THE FACT THAT THE DINNER COULD 
TAKE PLACE AT ALL, AND BY THE CORDIAL EXCHANGE OE REMARKS. 

3. 1 CONSIDER IT SIGNIEICANT THAT THE AMBASSADOR MADE THIS OVERTURE 
KNOWING LULL WELL HOW COMMUNISTS IN URUGUAY HAVE BEEN 
CRITICIZING MY APPOINTMENT THERE AND THE POSSIBILITY THAT 
HIS HOSPITALITY TO ME COULD BECOME KNOWN THERE. AMBASSADOR 
SCHERBACHEVICH ALSO ATTENDED, ALONG WITH SEVERAL OTHER 
RANKING AMBASSADORS IN THE LOCAL DIPLOMATIC CORPS, THE 
CEREMONY LAST WEEK IN WHICH I WAS AWARDED THE HIGHEST 
BOLIVIAN DECORATION. 

4. THE NEWLY ARRIVED COUNSELLOR AND HIS WIEE, WHO HAD ONLY BEEN 
HERE ABOUT TWO DAYS AND WHO HAD RECENTLY HAD LATIN AMERICAN 
SERVICE IN HAVANA, WERE GRACIOUS BUT SEEMED SOMEWHAT PUZZLED 
BY THE ATMOSPHERE.
